His life is, and muſt be a warfare, in 
any ſituation; but when, beſides his va- 
rious exerciſes as a Miniſter, his feelings 
as a Man are inceſſantly agitated by the 
ſuperadded preſſures of poverty—when 
the hours, which he would devote to the 
edification of his people, are embittered 
by the intruſion of anxious care how to 
avoid contracting debts, or how to diſ- 
charge them—when the anguiſh with 
which the diſtreſſes of a wife or children 
muſt affect a tender mind, follows him 
into the ſtudy, and into the pulpit.... 
But it is needleſs to enlarge. The humane 
and benevolent reader will repreſent to 
himſelf ſcenes of ſorrow, which it would 
be improper, if not impracticable, to 
enu-

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enumerate here ; and he will not need 
to be reminded that the hardſhips of 
fuch a man, engaged in ſuch a cauſe, 
call for compaſſion, and, if poſſible, for 
relief. | 


Conſiderations of this kind have given 
riſe to the preſent deſign. A ſociety is 
formed to facilitate the progreſs of the 
Goſpel in our eſtabliſhed church, by 
aſſiſting ſuch exemplary clergymen who 
labour in the Word and Doctrine, and 
who, fromthe ſmallneſs of theirincomes, 
are ſubjetted to diſtreſs and diſcourage- 


ment. 


The Society cheerfully hope that the 
publication of their plan will engage the 
concurrence of many perſons, who wiſh

RULES or Tut SOCIETY. 


I. 
HAT the Perſons to be reliev- 
ed by this Socicty, ſhall be poor, 
pious, attive miniſters of the Goſpel 
in the eſtabliſhment, of unexception- 
able characters, reſiding in the country; 
the tenor of whoſe preaching is accord- 


ing to the doctrinal articles of the Church 
of England. 


II. 


That fingle Clergymen, whoſe in- 
comes are within forty-five pounds per 
annum in England, and thirty pounds 
| ES | per

annum in Wales, are eligible to be re- 
lieved by this Society. 


III. 


That married Clergymen having 
no children, and whoſe incomes are 
within fixty pounds per annum in Eng- 
land, and thirty-five pounds per annum 
in Wales, are eligible to. be relieved by 
this Society, 

IV. 


That married Clergymen, having 
at leaſt two children, and whoſe in- 
comes are within ſeventy pounds per 
annum in England, and forty pounds 
per annum in Wales, are eligible to be 
relieved by this Society.

That married Clergymen, having

We 
have a ſmall houſe, ſtable, and garden, at four gui- 
neas per year the rent: nor would I be at the expence 
of keeping a horſe, but I find I cannot walk round 
to my ſeveral chapels, which are eight miles and a 
half in circuit, all weathers, and part a very bad 
road; to do the duties of thoſe chapels, and all 
occaſional duties in one day, requires the help of 
a horſe in my journeys. My eldeſt daughter by a 
former wife, is now out of my immediate care, hav- 
ing ſome time ago provided for her, her huſband, 
and children, at the expence of my being a ſufferer, 
eren at this time, as is noted in my laſt letter to the 
Society; but I can do for them no longer. What 
ſtraitens me very much, is, every article, both for 
tood and raiment, is full as expenſive at 
as in London, and ſome articles rather more 
ſo. Thus, like my Lord and Maſter, my lot is to 
be poor in this world, but good is the will of the 
Lord; nor would this concern me, while I have 
divine comforts to be my ſupport. Nor have I a
